2) Claim 24, line 14, --such that said concave end portions curve outwardly— is 
added after 'portions' 

3) Claim 24, line 14, --, said concave end portions being— replaces 'which are' 

4) Claim 24, line 18, -along a length of said water jacket— is added after 
'running' 

5) Claim 24, lines 19-20, 'for a longitudinal distance generally approaching the 
length of said water jacket' is deleted. 

6) Claims 1-23 and 27-31 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 24-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A hot water heater comprising an exhaust jacket of a combustion burner 
surrounds the burner, a water tank surrounds the burner and a water jacket being 
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defined by an outer circumference of a water tank to surround the burner, exhaust 
manifold and exhaust jacket, and said exhaust manifold running along a length of 
the water jacket and through the water jacket, and exhaust manifold being parallel 
to the longitudinal axis of the burner. 

The prior art of Salvo (USP 3903868), Bridgum (4771762), Wong (6561182) 
and Enander (5025985) disclose a diesel operated water heater with a burner with two 
concave ends, having a water tank surrounds the burner and exhaust jacket and further 
comprising an remotely located exhaust manifold but does not disclose a combination of 
the novelty features of the invention to have a water tank surrounds the burner and a 
water jacket being defined by an outer circumference of a water tank to surround the 
burner, exhaust manifold and exhaust jacket, and said exhaust manifold running 
along a length of the water jacket and through the water jacket, and exhaust 
manifold being parallel to the longitudinal axis of the burner and such features can 
not be combined or motivated with out impermissible hindsight. 

Conclusion 

3. The disclosed prior art does not show the claimed combination of the subject 
matter of the invention.
